BLAINE ON THE BARRUNDIA AFFAIR. 


He Holds That the Guatemalan Authorities 
Pursued a Proper Course. 

_ New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—A Wash- 

ington special to the Herald says: 

A great sensation was caused here today by the 
publicity given to the official report of Minister 
Mizner upon the killing of Gen. Barrundia. 
Secretary Blaine holds that the authorities 
of Guatemala had an indisputable right 
to arrest Gen. Barrundia upon any 
form of warrant legal in that country 
whenever found within the territorial 
jurisdiction of that Republic. The fact that he 

on board amerchant vessel of the United 
States made no difference, nor was it necessary 
that he should be shown actually guilty of any 
offense prior to his arrest. If Gen. Barrundia 
had demanded the warrant of arrest he would 
have exhausted his rights at the moment and any 
resistance would have been at his peril. It is 
now known to the department through Minister 
Mizner’s report that the warrant for the arrest of 
Barrundia was from the proper source, in proper 
form, and was served by the proper officials. 

It is deemed important to emphasize this point, 
because it has been assumed that the attempt to 
serve and execute the warrant of arrest on board 
the Acapulco was in itself an invasion of the 
rights and dignity of the United States. This is 
a point that the department does not regard as 
open to discussion, the United States Supreme 
Court having clearly laid down the law in several 
well-known decisions involving this question. 

Another point upon which the department is 
satisfied is that there was no violation of the 
pledge voluntarily given by the Guatemalan Gov- 
ernment to Minister Mizner that Barrundia 
should not be subjected to unlawful violence. If 
Mr. Mizner had asked for an assurance his con- 
duct would have been reprehensible. But having 
been voluntarily given and accepted in courtesy, 

tis pleasing to the department to find that 
ee death constituted no violation of the 
Pp . 

So far as investigation is conéerned, the con- 
duct of Capt. Pitts from first to last, in the opin- 
ion of the department, presents the most emergent 
subject for inquiry. His case is regarded as 
standing in an exceedingly unfavorable light 
upon the facts so far as they are known, and 
whether his conduct was governed by inexcusable 
ignorance or sordid considerations of convenience 
or profit is not yet clear. Either he should not 
have accepted Barrundia as a passengér, or, hav- 
ing accepted him with knowledge of his legal 
status, he should not have carried him within the 
territorial limits of Guatemala. 

A correspondent called upon Mr. Alexander 
Porter Morse, whose work on international ques- 
tions has been frequently quoted, and asked his 
judgment in facts. Mr. Morse said. 


“In my opinion the action of Capt. Pitts at 


the Port of Champerico in refusing permission to 
the armed body of Guatemalans to board this ves- 
sel was entirely proper and justifiable, that under 
similar circumstances it would have been proper 
and justifiable for him to resist the admission 
of the second body of armed Guatemalans at San 
Joss unless he had received a communication 
from the American Minister or the authorized 
representative of the United States Government 
at that country advising and suggesting a differ- 
ent course.” 


Congressman McCreary of Kentucky said: 


T hold that Minister Mizner has greatly ex- 


ceeded the authority conferred on him in his ca- 
pacity of representative of this Government, He 
should be investigated, and soshould the Cap- 
tain of the Acapulco—Pitts. I think the course 
pursued by the commanders of the two United 
States men-of-war also deserves a thorough over- 
hauling. Thata man, a political refugee, should 
be murdered on the deck of an American vessel 
is horrible, and when it is considered that two of 
our men-of-war were in pistolshot distance it is 


humiliating.”

PERSECUTING FARMER DEVAUD. 


The 15-Year-Old Girl Said to Be the Person 
Who Has Been Creating a Reign of Ter- 
ror in Clintonville, Wis., by Burning 
Barns, Poisoning Food, and Destroying 
Property—But Little Evidence Against 
Her—Mysterious Letters Found. 

CryyTronvitig, Wis., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 

An innocent-appearing, good-looking German 

girl, scarcely 15 years of age, has been arrested 

on a warrant charging her with the long series 
of crimes that have been committed at Louis 

Devaud's farm. Minnie Hoffsmith is her 

name, She has an honest face and to charge 

her with an attempt to commit murder, arson, 

and malicious mischief seems preposterous. 
Never was a person persecuted more ter- 

ribly than has* been the family of Louis 

Devaud, a farmer in moderate circumstances 

who lives nine miles southwest of this city. 

The persecution began in the latter part of 

July. First the choice watermelons of his 

patch were destroyed and the vines were cut. 

This was thought to be the work of some of 

the boys of the neighborhood and was looked 

upon as a boyish prank. Less than 

a week after that a hive of bees 

was overturned during the night 

and paris green was sprinkled 
over the honey in copious quantities. A few 
days passed and the performance was re- 
peated. Then someone got into the cellar 
and put paris green in the butter and threw a 
ham into a barrel of soft soap. A large num- 
ber of cans of fruit were opened and poison 
put into them. The family became thoroughly 
frightened and the neighbors came in fre- 
quently to discuss ways and means of captur- 
ing the guilty persons. No trace could be 
found that would lead even to a suspicion. 
One day when Mrs. Devaud started to mix 
her bread she found paris green in the flour. 
The next outrage was when some one got into 
the house and ruined a quantity of clothing by 
cutting it with scissors. A few days later the 
house was. set on fire and while the family 
were putting it out the barn took fire and 
over $2,500 worth of buildings, grain, and 
farming implements were reduced to ashes. 
The news of these outrages had spread 
throughoui the entire county and the excite- 
ment ran high. The Devaud family was 
driven frantic, they were afraid for their lives 
and feared toeat and drink as they did not know 
but the well or the food might be poisoned. 

No cause or reason could be divined why any 

one should desire to so relentlessly persecute 

Mr. Devaud and his family. The neighbors 

watched and the family watched, but the dep- 

redations continued and there was not the 
slightest clew as to who was guilty. For thir- 
ty-five years Mr. Devaud had lived in the 

same house and to his knowledge he had not a 

single enemy in the county. He had never 

had a iawsuit nor a quarrel of any consequence, 

Some of the neighbors became weary of won- 

dering and some evil-minded person started 

the rumor that some member of Mr. Devaud’s 
household was committing the depredations. 


Minnie Hoffsmith Suspected. 


Shortly after this suspicion was fastened on 
Minnie Hoffsmith. Suddenly people began to 
remember that the child had acted strangely 
all the while. The Sheriff and City Marshal 
of Clintonville were called in and a warrant 
was sworn out and the girl was arrested. 

Minnie is a slender child not over four feet 
in height, with a clear, honest face, large blue 
eyes, fair hair, a nose that turns up just enough 
to be pretty, and full red lips. She has spent 
the greater part of her life among the pine- 
covered hills of this region, Her father and 
mother with nine children have for the last 
four years lived in a log cabin in the timber at 
the foot of a high hill about a mile from the 
Devaud farm. They came there from 
over south of Bear Creek and the only times 
Minnie has been to the city was when she ac- 
companied her father and mother to the 
Methodist church on a Sunday. And yet this 
child is charged with a list of crimes that 
would cause a hardened villain to shudder. 
She is out on bail now and is with her almost 
heart-broken father and mother. She does 
not realize the enormity of the crimes 
with which she is charged, but goes about the 
little cabin home minding the baby and help- 
ing her mother with the household duties, 
singing as though nothing had happened. Min- 
nie is frank in her statements and admits to 


being present on all the occasions mentioned, 


but denies that she knows anything of their 
origin, nordidshe or Mrs. Devaud see any 
suspicious persons in the vicinity at any time. 

A correspondent for Taz Trisunz visited 
the Devaud farm today and had a long talk 
with Mrs. Devaud. Her husband had gone to 
town to engage the services of a preacher to 
conduct the funeral of their grandson, who 
died last night. The family home stands on a 
hillside, and is a plain two-story frame struct- 
ure, painted white, with green blinds. A few 
rods from the house is a great heap of ashes, 
the place where a few weeks ago the barn and 
stacks of grain stood. The home, though far 


‘better than the average of this region, has 


been the scene of much sorrow. Years ago, 
when the Indians still roamed through the 
forests, Mr. and Mrs. Devaud had five children, 
but the diphtheria broke out in the family 
and four were taken away within a few days of 
one another, and the neighbors say the mother 
never recovered from the shock. She was 
cheerful today, though very nervous, perhaps 
from the recent excitement through which she 
has passed. 
Thinks Minnie Is Guilty, 

Though not absolutely positive she is firmly 
convinced that little Minnie Hoffsmith is the 
author of all the persecution she and her hus- 
band have undergone. She recounted the 
whole list of wrongs and said that Minnie was 
the first to discover each one. When the per- 
secution began notes were found about the 
house written in an almost illegible hand and 
signed Johnny Warden,” the name ofa 
hired man whom the Devauds had discharged 
some months before. One note reads as fol- 
lows: 

You promise me your horse. I shell git green 
pisne In ther trought. JOHNNY WARDEN. 

Several notes of this character were 
found,” said Mrs. Devaud, “ and now that it 
is all over I remember that Minnie found 
them all. She also discovered the mess in the 
watermelon patch; and,in fact, it was she 
who discovered all of the mischief. She called 
my attention to Mr. Devaud’s clothes, to all 
the fires, and when I ran to my brother’s for 
help she called my husband’s attention to the 
burning barn. en Minnie has a crippled 
hand and the imprint of the hand in the but- 
ter is like bers.“ 

Here Mrs. Devaud conducted the corre- 
spondent to the cellar to see the butter. There 
were four thirty-pound tubs of butter, the 
tops of which were covered with finger marks 
and paris green. In some of the tubs the 
marks seemed to have been made by a crip- 
pled hand, but they were far too large for 
Minnie’s fingers. Then Mrs. Devaud showed

DOESN'T BELIEVE IN THE DISCOVERY.

Prrrssure, Pa., Sept. 22,—[Special.]—The 
Pittsburg Reduction company is the only con- 
cern in this country engaged in the manufact- 
ure of pure aluminum. George H. Clapp, Su- 
perintendent of the company, said when asked 
about the Hirsch discovery: There is nothing 
phenomenal about extracting aluminum from 
common clay. We could do that ourselves if 
we chose. But I cannot see how Prof. Hirsch 
or any other man can profi manufacture 
the metal from such impure material and at 
the extraordinarily low cost specified, Com- 
mon clay contains less than 50 per cent of 
aluminum. Theclay which we use is im- 
ported from Germany and contains 98 
per cent of the metal. This does not mean 
that it is impossible to find @ means of using 
common clay for the production of alumi- 
num, but such a discovery seems highly im- 
probable. Prof. Hirsch, it Appears, promises 
to manufacture the metal at a cost of 15 cents 
per pound. Our minimum priee is $2 a pound. 


‘The discrepancy seems too great to be ac- 


counted fur by the discovery of a new proc- 
ess. 


The reported discovery by Prof. Hirsch of a 
new process of manufacturing alummum has 
caused considerable comment, especially 
among those who are making the metal at a 
cost of about $2 per pound. Prof. Hirsch was 
seen by a Trisune reporter last evening and 
his attention drawn to it. 

I do not wonder,” he said, that there 
should be jealousy on the part of those 
who are now making the metal at a cost of $2 
per pound when they hear I can make it for 
15 cents and will be able ti make it for less 
than five. Why it should interest the public 
so much I am at a loss to know, as I have not 
asked it for any money to Garry on my work. 
True several companies have been incorporat- 
ed to manufacture aluminum with the 
anticipation that I would sell my process, but 
it 1s not my intention to do s. I am making 
now fifty pounds a day from clay found a few 
blocks from where my factory is, and I have 
enough orders ahead to keep me going 
for years. A test of the article 
I produce will show that it contains 
at least 98 per cent of pure aluminum. 
By my process the m is taken from the 
clay in solution and then aimed by precip- 
itation. How this is done I will not say. My 
process is not for sale and 1 not disposed 
to let the public know what will be to me and 
mine a source of great wealth. 


FATAL RAILROAD WRECK NEAR ST. LOUIS} 


Two Passenger Trains on the Wabash Col- 
lide at Forsythe Mo.. 

Sr. Louis, Mo.. Sept. 22,—[Special.]—At 
7:05 o’clock this evening a serious rear-end 
collision occurred on the Wabash Western 
railroad at Forsythe Junction, half a mile 
west of Forest Park. Who is responsible for 
it may never be known, as one of the parties 
who may have been to blame lost his life in 
the wreck. The operator at Forsythe says he 
signaled the incoming Keokuk and North- 
western train that the track was not clear. 
No attention was paid to this, and the rapidly 
moving train dashed into the Creve Cour 
Lake accommodation standing at Forsythe. 
Neither of the wrecked trains belonged to 
the Wabash. The engineer of the Keokuk, as 
soon as he saw the other train, slackened his 
speed and prepared to jump, but was caught 
in the crash and killed. The locomotive was 
knocked off its trucks, but did not leave the 
track. The two coaches on the Creve Cour 
accommodation were badly shattered. One 
of these was filled with workmen, fifteen of 
whom were injured. Joseph Nelson, the 
newsboy, was caught by the head between a 
door and hung suspended, receiving fatal in- 
juries.

Declaration of Independence tall men 
are equal, etc. “It was anew faith pro- 
claimed to the world over a hundred years 
ago, he said. What Prince or poten- 
tate had ever before heard that 
his subjects had some inalienable rights, All 
property could be alienated, but life, liberty, 
and the right to pursue happiness in one’s 
own way could not be alienated. It was the 
faith in which our forefathers lived and for 
which they died. No other country, except 

thaps France, had a written Constitution. 
Our fathers were afraid of the iveness 
of the Government on the rights of the people, 
so they wrote down the principle, with limita- 
tions on the power, s0 no mistake could be 
made about it. Certain enumerated powers 
were set out, so the General Government could 
not encroach on the rights of the States and 
vice versa. 

The governed, he said, could prevent the 
Governor from abusing these rights, and local 
powers had decia limitations beyond 
which State Governments could not go. They 
were intended to make men free and secure 
them in their rights. Liberty could not be 
sold or given away. Mr. Mills then referred 
to monarchical governments and the power 
exercised by their ruler, ‘It was not the sort 
of ——— our fathers created, he said. 
“They made one declaring each man was 
capable of governing himself. Every man 
was sovereign over himself.“ He enunciated 
the Jeffersonian doctrine of personal liberty 
relative to the power of State Legislatures, and 
said the mghts of the people were, in 1798, 
trampled on by the Adams Administration.

can be if needed. (Its owners can no more 
withstand the people of the United States 
than the Park Commisisoners could.) The 
great attractive buildings, which will be the 
heart and core of the Exposition, naturally 
will be in the firet-named park. The live- 
stock exhibit will find a place either at the 
Driving Park or at Jackson Park, on the cool 
shores of the lake. There are long, dry ridges 
of land where the animals can be cared for, 
and not a cent’s worth of filling will have to 
be done to make the ground available. 

As for the means of transit they will be per- 
fect. In addition to the Illinois Central, Fort 
Wayne, Rock Island, and other steam rail- 
ways which will reach the grounds there will 
be the cable lines, the elevated road, and the 
lake steamers. The projected improvement 
of Michigan avenue boulevard from its pres- 
ent southern terminus to the Fifty-fifth street 
boulevard will open another elegant driveway 
to Washington Park, while the completion of 
the Western avenue boulevard will open up 
carriage communication with the West Side. 
Electric railways will run from the present 
landing at Jackson Park to the center of the 
Fair, while still others will be built from a 
more southern landing place yet to be con- 
structed. Those who do not care to be 
whirled so rapidly from point to point can 
follow the Midway Plaisance, 600 feet wide, 
which will be filled with attractive features, 
and will connect the two parks. 

The perfect site hag been secured, and the 
means of going to and from it have been de- 
vised. New problems next present them- 
selves. The plan and scope of the Fair have 
to be outlined by the National Commission, 
and the directors will have to push ahead with 
their plans for buildings.

The di- 
rectors, having lived through the storm and 
stress period of the last few weeks, can go 
ahead light-heartedly with their work, assured 
that when November comes hardly a vote will 
be cast against the five millions of bonds in 
aid of the Fair. a 


A CONVERTED FREE-TRADER. 

A Boston dispatch says that at a meeting of 
an assembly of the Knights of Labor in that 
city one of the members, who has always been 
a free-trader, rose to express his views on the 
question of binding twine, which is just now 
interesting Western farmers. He denounced 
the action of the Senate in taking off the duty 
and, according to;the dispatch, said: 

He worked in a twine factory, and if this clause 


in the bill were to become a law he would be 
obliged, to use his own expression, to suck his 


where he could find a job. He wanted the assem- 
bly to adopt a resolution and have it forwarded to 
Congress urging that binding twine be kept on the 
dutiable list. | 

The dispatch continues: 

This workman did not see the drift of his 
remarks. He forgot that he had ever been 
a free-trader. The shoe pinched him and he cried 
out. Hitherto he-had never been directly hurt by 
free-trade propositions, but binding twine mean 
bread and butter to him and his family. : 

The assembly, convinced by his talk, passed 
resolutions asking Congress to retain the 
duty. 

Binding twine has been free-listed by the 
Senate, but so have the materials it is made 
of. Hence the manufacturer has no more to 
pay for them than his foreign competitor, 
Furthermore, as the American and Canadian 
mills have worked in harmony, they have not 
bid against one another for the raw material, 
but by acting in concert in their purchases 
have kept down the price. As labor plays a 
small and machinery a large part in making 
binding twine the American and foreign mills 
are nearer an equality than is the case in most 
manufactures. 

Yet this workman says if this article were 
put on the free list he would have to suck 
his thumbs,” This little experience should 
teach him that if his old free-trade notions 
were to get the upper hand a great many 
workmen besides those employed in twine 
factories would have no more nourishment 
than they could extract from their thumbs 
unless they would come down to the European 
wage scale and thus enable their employers to 
compete with foreigners with some prospect 
of success. | 

Of the several thousand men employed in 
and around Boston in the manufacture of 
twine it is probable that nine-tenths have 
voted steadily for some years for Democratic 
Congressmen and Presidents. But if the 
party of their choice had succeeded in getting 
full control of the Government these men by 
the practical application of their own free- 
trade principles either would have been suck- 
ing their thumbs for lack of work or be work- 
ing for half what they get now. 


THE GAS TRUST IN COURT.

As the hat has to be taken 
off by a man in court, so it is to be hoped the 
extraneous piece of headgear placed on the 
crania of the holders of gas property will be 
lifted and left in such bad shape that it can 
never again be donned on the wearer. There 
need be no fear of such asemblance to Duncan 
that any set of men outside of the trust peoplé 
themselves would ever cry out, trumpet- 
tongued, against the deep damnation of its 
taking off. .

BEN FRANKLIN’S BEQUEST. 

When Ben Franklin made his modest little 
bequest to the City of Philadelphia, just a 
hundred years ago, he probably hardly real- 
ized, far-seeing as he was, to what a handsome 
sum it would increase by the end of the cent- 
ury. It was only £1,000, amounting to about 
$5,000 of our. currency; now it is about 
$100,000, and the people of Philadelphia are 
discussing what they shall do with it. 

In his will the thrifty old philosopher pro- 


vided that the original sum should be loaned | 


to artificers who had served a regular appren- 
ticeship and who should be 25 years old and 
married. At the expiration of the hundred 
years he directed that the accumulated fund 
should be divided in the ratio of 100 to 31, and 
that the larger sum should be used for public 
purposes of the greatest value to Philadel- 
phia, his only special recommendation be- 
ing that water be introduced from Wissahickon 
Creek and that the navigat on of the Schuyl- 
kill be improved. As these two objects are 
now of no avail, the larger sum remains in its 
entirety for public disposal, while the smaller 
must be reserved for the original purpose. 
For some time after Franklin's death the 
money was applied as he had directed, but 
some of it was lost by careless lending; still, 
in 1869 it had increased to $87,900. During 
the next twenty years very little of it was 
loaned, as there were few persons who had 
served the apprenticeship necessary to entitle 
them to the loan. In thelast four years none 
of it Has been lent, and it has now increased to 
$100,000, 

Under the terms of the will $76,000 of the 
money is now available and must be ex- 
pended. Thesmaller sum, $24,000, remains 
for the original purpose, but that purpose no 
longer exists. There will be no applications 
for it. It will lie another hundred years, and

run up into the millions and will then be at 
the disposal of the trustees for the benefit of 
the city according to the will. Meanwhile the 
time has come for using the $76,000. The pur- 
poses set forth in Franklin’s will, such as 
fortifications, bridges, water facilities, and 
river navigation, already are satisfied. A 
proposition therefore has been made 
by the trustees to turn the money 
over to the Board of Education to be 
used for the higher education of women, and 
after legal opinions have been obtained it 
probably will be used for this purpose, as the 


‘proposition meets with general acceptance, 


The old philosopher’s bequest, therefore, will 
help to extend a noble work, and meanwhile 
the smaller moiety will accumulate another 
hundred years and reach an amount which 
would have delighted him could he have fore- 
seen the immense sum it will accumulate and 


the possibilities it will achieve in 1990 for 
Philadelphia. Notwithstanding all his pru- 
dence, thriftiness, business sagacity, and 
worldly wisdom it is not likely that he 
dreamed of the magnificent results his thou- 
sand pounds bequest would accomplish. All 
the same it is a splendid indication of the old 
philosopher’s foresight. If he had done noth- 
ing else for the world this one little provision 
in his will will keep his memory green for 
centuries to come. 


WHERE THE RESPONSIBILITY BELONGS. 

The Democratic Herald, commenting on 
the Haggerty-Connorton fight, says: They 
[Haggerty and Connorton] had been in State’s 
prison for felony and both had been par- 
doned out long before their sentences had ex- 
pired. They were known to the police as dan- 
gerous characters, but each had what is 
known as a pull,“ and the idea of arresting 
them for crime had become wholly out of the 
question.

ceeded to publish the gamblers’ scheme of

ment, and reads as follows: 

On and after the first day of January, A. D. 1896, 
the following qualifications are added to the fore- 
going: Every qualified elector shall be able to 
read any section of the Constitution of this State, 
or he shall be able to understand the same when 
read to him, or give a reasonable interpretation 
thereof. A new registration shall be made hefore 
the next ensuing election after these qualifications 
are established. 

Since the passage of this qualification, which 
only was carried by the vote of 55 to 53, it has 


| been urged that the negroes in six years may 


learn to read sufficiently to understand and 
explain the State Constitution, even to a 
Democratic board of judges, and hence the 
subetitution of 1892 instead of 1896 is urged. 
It is intimated that an amendment will be 
offered to that effect and that it will be car- 
ried. In case this is done the disfranchising 
machinery will be complete, Its method of 
operation is so apparent that it does not need 
explanation. 


Ix a recent issue of an engineering journal 
Dr. B. A. Gould laments the little real progress 
that has been made in the last twenty years in 
the adoption of the metric system by the peo- 
ple of English speaking countries. As nearly 
two thirds of the commerce and manufacturing 
of the world is in their hands there is little hope 
for its general use so long as they are slow to 
recognize its value, and that they do not care 
for itis shown in the fact that the French 
measures are used only by asmall number of 
scientific men. The greatest item in the prog- 
ress since 1870 is the distribution of delicately 
tested standards for the meter and kilogram to 
some thirty-nine nations. The extreme 
delicacy of the provess by which was deter- 
mined the weight of the standard kilo- 
gram is shown by the fact that a 
difference in the force of pressure towards the 
earth was shown by lifting or depressing the 
weight a little more than an inch. It is well 
known that the force of terrestrial gravity 
varies inversely as the square of the distance 
from the earth’s center, the quantity of mat- 
ter remaining the same. Hence the use of 
the word mass instead of weight has long 
beenin force among physicists, and the ad- 
vocates of the metric system recommend the 
word to the public as preferable, but it is a 
question if the lesser proposition will meet 
with more favor than is accorded to the 
major. The ordinary man has no use for such 
finely-drawn distinctions, nd the itltroduc- 
tion of the metric system among the people 
proves to be at least as difficult as it would be 
to induce them to speak a new language,

Nobody 
knows why be killed Samuel E. Reininger 
unless it was for Reininger's money 
and that even Mr. Neely, who woun 
about the man a thread of circumstantial evi- 
dence that seems without a flaw, does not be- 
lieve. That he did kill him nobody who heard 
the evidence can fail to believe. But the mo- 
tive of the murder in the Wildwood swamp is 
locked within the breast of the placid young 
man and he has never whispered a word that 
might lead to a guess at it, 

Reininger was a boy of 19 years who worked 
in the Cambria Iron Works until the big 
Johnstown flood, when he came West. At 
Mansfield, O., he met Purdy, who was a car- 
penter 27 years old, and been bred in the 
vicinity of that town. Thetwo had known 
each other ten days when they struck out to- 
gether for Chicago Sept. 3, a yearago. They 
put up at the Wiley ouse at No. 390 State 
street, They went hunting at Wildwood, 
south of Kensington, several times. Sept. 16 
Purdy came back alone from Wildwood. He

AGAINST THE GAS TRUST. 


JUDGE M’CONNELL DECIDES A POINT 
IN FAVOR OF THE PEOPLE. 


The Chicago Gas Company to Be Tried on 
the Charge of Holding Even a Minority 
of Stock in Other Gas Companies—How 
Two Counts Apparently Contradictory 

Are Reconciled—Court Notes of Interest 
—Recoord and Call—New Suits Filed. 

cConnell yesterday decided an impor- 

tant point in favor of the people in the quo war- 

ranto proceedings brought on relation of Francis 

B. Peabody against the Chicago Gas Trust, now 

the Chicago Gas company. The suit was brought 

to test the legality of the trust and to declare its 

void on two grounds: First, that it vio- 
lated the object of its charter in not building and 
operating gas works; and, secondly, that the pro- 
vision in its charter granting the company the 
right to purchase and sell stocks in other gas 
companies was void because it tended to create 

A monopoly and was therefore against public 


cy. ) 

Judge Baker first heard the case and decided in 
favor of the trust. His decision was reversed by 
the Supreme Court, and it was there held that the 
trust was doing business illegally. Since then 
Judge McConnell granted leave to file an ad- 
ditional count to the information. The first count 
set up the organization of the trust, its objects 
and violations, and that the company had created 
a monopoly in purchasing a controlling interest 
in the four companies comprising the trust. The, 
trust denied that it held a majority of stock in 
the other companies, and to meet this allegation 
an additional count was filed, making the charge 
that the trust had purchased and was controlling 
less than a majority of the stock in the four com- 
panies, Even holding a minority of the stock was 
said to be illegal and in violation of the com- 
pears charter. 

When the first count was argued before vaca- 
tion Judge McConnell held he could only enter a 
judgment of ouster t the trust, preventing 
it from holding a majority of stock. For this rea- 
son the second count was filed to declare the trust 
illegal even if it held any stock whatever. This 


was the position taken Attorney-General H 
and Gen. J. K. Edsall, w a argued in behalf of 


was insisted t the charter authori the trust 
to purchase and sell stock, and, not having se- 
cured a controlling interest_in the other com- 
panies, it had done nothing illegal. In this pro- 

ing it was said that two counts contradicting 
each other could not be maintained. 

Deciding the matter Judge McConnell said he 
did not pretend to say that the courts did not 
differ, but there was no reason why they should 
be separated. Now the case stands ready for 
trial on both r the first that the company 
holds a m jority of stock in the four companies, 
and, second, holds a minority of stock.

$60,000 for Propeller Chamberlain, 

Justice Harlan decided the important libel suit 
brought by the owners of the propeller Selah 
Chamberlain against the propeller John Pridgeon 
Jr. The suit was tried before Judge Blodgett and 
a decree for $60,000 entered in favor of the Cham- 
berlain owners. On an appeal the matter came 
before Justice Harlan during his last visit The 
decree of the court below is sustained 
by Justice Harlan, who comes to the conclusion 
that propeller Pridgeon Jr. was atfault. The col- 
lision occurred on the night of Oct. „six 
miles off Sheboygan, in a dense fog. The court 
finds that the Pridgeon could have avoided the 
accident had its cers not been guilty of negli- 
gence. 


Case of Alleged Conspiracy. 

Rodney M. Whipple recites, in a bill filed in the 
Superior Court, that he is a victim of a conspiracy. 
He alleges that he purchased $25,224 worth of stock 
in the Backus Portable Steam-Heater company in 
November, 1889, and conveyed the stock to John 
O. Bowman as security for payment. Whipple 
then desired to purchase 108 acres of land in Secs. 
22 and 27, and he induced Bowman to turn over 
500 shares in the Backus company to O. E. Atwood 
as payment for the land. This land Whipple 
afterwards disposed of to H. untleroy for 
$39,000. Part payment was made in a house on 
Michigan avenue worth $16,000. Whipple claims 
that by reason of Bowman's he and Q. 8 
Backus, F. H. Head, and O. E. Atwood secured 


possession of the property and he, Mr. Whipple, is 


now frozen out. e wants a readjustment. 


$25,000 Damage Suit.

FALSE REPORTS ABOUT THE FAIR, 


They Tell Europeans the World’s Exposi- 
tion in Chicago Will Be Held in Shabby 
Buildings in a Swamp—Doing Every- 
thing in Their Power to Injure the Fair 
~ What Americans in Paris Think of 
Gotham’s Little Game. 

New York, Sept. 22.—[Chicago Evening Post. 

Returning European tourists, who crowd every

One para- 
graph, which he clipped from the leading news- 
paper of Vienna, stated as a sober fact that a cer-
